Century-Old Track 
Has Best Meeting 


St. Fairy Under 149 Pounds 


MELBOURNE, May 28 

OMEHOW or other it seems a letter never goes 

from my typewriter without some mention of 
the evergreen St. Fairy, owned by Ossie Porter, 
of Melbourne. St. Fairy went with us to Ade- 
laide and although he had not raced since March 
and had had only one fast gallop, we paid our 
expenses and then some, when this wonder of the 
Turf won the Jockey Club Handicap of six fur- 
longs on May 18. 

St. Fairy (by St. Magnus) has won six times 
first-up and plans were made on these lines for 
Adelaide. Ten days before the race he could not 
be worked because of rheumatism in a shoulder 
and his trainer, Theo Lewis, gave him only one 
fast trial, four furlongs in :49. It was enough 
for us, though, andethe Melbourne boys went in 
with their heads down. 

Breasley was the rider and although ninth into 
the straight and almost down when a beaten horse 
dropped back on him, St. Fairy got up in miracu- 
lous fashion to win by a neck. And did they cheer? 
You would have imagined he was a Melbourne 
Cup winner. St. Fairy cost Mr. Porter 4,000 
guineas as a 3-year-old and in stakes alone has 
won more than £16,000. You would need a comp- 
tometer to estimate what he has won in bets for 
his party. 

St. Fairy is truly one of the freaks of the Turf. 
In the Jockey Club Handicap he carried the huge 
weight of 149 pounds and ran the six in 1:14 on 
a sodden track. 

Another thrill on May 18 was when Royal Gem 
(Breasley up) and Brazen Jester, by Shakuni, 
joined issue three furlongs from home in the Nor- 
rie Stakes, a new weight-for-age race of £1,000, 
and ran head-and-head to the post with the judge 
declaring for a dead-heat. Royal Gem has now 
won £11,050 in stakes and is to have one more 
race this season, the City Handicap in Adelaide 
on June 10, which is to be a national holiday for 
the Victory March. 


100,000 in Three Days 


HAVE just returned from the Adelaide Cup 

Meeting over in South Australia and it was by 
far the best ever staged at famous old Morphett- 
ville (races were first held there in 1838) by the 
South Australian Jockey Club, which can trace 
some of its classic events back to 1855. 

Often I have told you of the brilliant Dhoti (by 
Dastur) 3-year-old Royal Gem, who, although 
owned by George Badman, of Adelaide, had not 
raced in that city until produced as a hot favorite 
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for the Goodwood Handicap of six furlongs on 
May 11. 

With the ace jockey Breasley in the saddle, 
Royal Gem was one of the last to get going and 
yet finished so well that he literally swamped his 
23 rivals in the last furlong of the long Morphett- 
ville straight. Royal Gem started at 6 to 4 after 
3 to 1 had been bet, and his performance was a 
sterling one as he had 129 pounds, which is nine 
pounds above weight for age for a 3-year-old. 

Not often do fillies win St. Legers these days in 
Australia but a neatly turned and lovely tempered 
filly named Norwich (by Shakuni) finished too 
well for the colts in the S. A. St. Leger of 14 
furlongs which she ran in the good time of 3:02. 

A good sort of 2-year-old—a jet black like his 
sire, Stand By—in Elgin won the South Austra- 
lian Stakes to rank him the best of his age in 
South Australia. Breasley rode him and told me 
he was one of the sweetest movers he had ever 
ridden. 

Nearly 100,000 people saw the three days of 
the cup meeting at Morphettville and 40,000 of 
them rolled up to see Little Tich win the Ade- 
laide Cup of £3,000 on Wednesday, May 15. Little 
Tich (by the French horse Actor, son of Ortello, 
son of *Teddy), is well named and he can stay 
forever. It was his stamina which enabled him to 
stave off a last-minute challenge by Neutron (by 
Manitoba), ridden by Breasley. 

Little Tich belongs to W. P. A. Lapthorne, a 
member of the S. A. J. C. committee, and was bred 
near Melbourne by the former bookmaker and 
philanthropist Sol Green, who imported Actor 
from Paris. 

In third place in the Adelaide Cup was a for- 
mer New Zealander in Beau Cheval, a son of 
*Beau Pere (now in California) and the great 
race mare Cuddle (by Psychology). He is good 
and more will be heard of him if he stands train- 
ing.

Keeneland Stud 
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Plus Claire et Plus Precise 


F it ever comes about that an international con- 

ference of stud book authorities is attempted, 
it probably will be advisable to appoint a secre- 
tarial staff a year or so in advance. Unless this 
precaution is taken, and the staff is charged with 
the task of setting forth clearly in several lan- 
guages the history and current status of registra- 
tion practices in different countries, we have a 
feeling that the delegates will have to go home 
before they understand what they are discussing. 

There has been so little consideration of the 
international problems of registry that there is 
no well defined common ground from which to 
begin. There is more misconception than under- 
standing. When to the natural confusion of ideas 
and purposes is added the confusion of language, 
the problem is doubled. 


The April number of La Revue Hippique, pub- 
lished in Paris, quotes the eight articles of a reso- 
lution announced February 13, 1946, by the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, whose department includes 
the stud book authority in France. The first two 
articles translate as follows: 


ARTICLE 1. The resolutions of February 
17, 1913 and July 29, 1943 are repealed. 

ARTICLE 2. Beginning February 5, 1946, 
an animal foaled abroad may not be inscribed 
in the French stud book unless its anteced- 
ents, on the paternal side as well as on the 
maternal side, are inscribed either in the 
French stud book or in the English stud book 
through seven consecutive generations. 

After setting forth the text of the resolution 
(arreté) the editor proceeds to comment as fol- 
lows, if our translation is passable. 

After the publication of this resolution we 
received some protests from foreign breed- 
ers who saw in these measures the design of 
excluding from the stud book the products 
of certain countries across the Atlantic. We 
were certain of the contrary but nevertheless 
we attempted to make immediately an inquiry

concerning the meaning of this ruling and 
the motives which provoked it. 

The resolution of February 17, 1913 said: 
from March 15, 1913, an animal born abroad 
may not be inscribed in the French stud book 
unless its ancestry can be proved absolutely 
pure from the very first through seven con- 
secutive generations (tout d’abord pendant 
sept générations consécutives), and unless its 
ancestors of any period whatever may be 
traced to the English stud book or to the 
French stud book, on the paternal side as well 
as on the maternal side. 

The resolution of July 29, 1943 said simply 
that the conditions for inscription in the 
French stud book of animals born abroad, as 
defined in the resolution of February 17, 1913, 
are valid for animals born in France. 

If one compares the repealed texts with 
that of February 13, 1946, he is obliged to 
agree that nothing has been changed. 

Before submitting the protests (from 
across the Atlantic) to the Syndicate commit- 
tee which will examine them at its next meet- 
ing we wished to know the sentiment of the 
stud book authority (Direction des Haras) on 
this question. It replied in effect that the 
conditions were the same as before and that 
the new resolution only gave a clearer and 
more exact wording (rédaction plus claire et 
plus précise) in suppressing some terms not 
commonly used in France in this matter and 
which had been employed by the editors of 
the text of 1913. 

We therefore undertook immediately to re- 
assure the American breeders and to show 
them that their fears were no better founded 
than the intentions which they attributed to 
the French stud book authority. 

We are still permitted to think that it 
would have been preferable to defer until an- 
other time this anxious care of editing. 

Breeders know the emotion caused in the 
United States by the Jersey Act of 1913, and 
since that date the discontent of the Ameri-

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cans with regard to the measure taken by the 
English has only grown to such a point that 
they are demanding insistently the prohibi- 
tion of all Thoroughbreds from England. 

Moreover, from the publication of a new 
resolution in France, they believed that the 
French authority had worked out a more re- 
strictive text with the intention of excluding 
their horses. It is not true; if the terms dif- 
fer, the rule remains as it has been since Feb- 
ruary 17, 1913. 


If there is comfort for American breeders 
either in the new French rule or in the explan- 
ation thereof, we confess ourselves unable to find 
it, except in the kindly attitude of the French 
writer. The French Turf, many of whose greatest 
horses carry American strains, still holds those 
strains to be impure—except in France or Eng- 
land. The fact that they have put up no new 
restrictions is of no importance, since they al- 
ready condemned virtually the whole of American 
breeding in the same fashion as the English au- 
thorities do. It is of much importance that the 
French authorities have reaffirmed their own 
version of the Jersey Act. 

Thus it is apparent that France stands with 
England in the effort to continue excluding the 
American Thoroughbred from the stud books of 
the rest of the world. Therefore, if The Jockey 
Club should ever come to accept the recommen- 
dation made to it by the Thoroughbred Club of 
America and other organizations, it would bar not 
only English horses but French horses—and the 
horses of any other country which still maintained 
the farcical fiction that the American Thorough- 
bred is impure but that the same strains, if car- 
ried by horses registered in the French or English 
stud book, are pure. 


As regards the new French resolution quoted 
above, we shall appreciate the assistance of our 
readers, or of the editor of La Revue Hippique, 
in gaining an understanding of it. Although it is 
represented as plus claire et plus précise, it ap- 
pears to mean nothing whatsoever. Possibly this 
is because its meaning does not carry over prop- 
erly from French to English, though this explan- 
ation seems most unlikely. 

By the rule, taken literally, a horse whose par- 
ents were registered in America, but not in Eng- 
land or France, could not be registered in France, 
even though all his grandparents had been regis- 
tered there. And why the specification of seven 
consecutive generations if the French authority 
still intends to require that all ancestors must 
have been in the French or English book? 


The French authorities have come so close to 
a genuinely good rule that our disappointment is 
all the keener. If they had simply provided that 
seven consecutive generations, inscribed in any

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responsible stud book, were enough to qualify a 
horse for registry in France, they would have had 
all the “purity” that is worth having. 

This is the twentieth century. This is the en- 
lightened century in which the livestock breeders 
of the whole world know that the estimate of an 
animal’s breeding probability is made upon the 
basis of the animal’s excellence plus the excel- 
lence of its near relatives. The imperfections of 
registration two or three centuries ago have long 
since ceased to be proper grounds for disqualify- 
ing an animal from admission to equal standing 
with its peers.

Bookmakers Beat 
The Lawmakers 


Some Words on Cause and Effect 


AQUEDUCT, LONG ISLAND, N. Y. 

HE second week of the Aqueduct meeting, 

actually run at Aqueduct, drew about 2,000 
more people than the first week, run at Belmont 
Park. In itself this isn’t significant; on the sec- 
ond Saturday Assault was on display and on the 
first he wasn’t, which is more than enough to ac- 
count for the difference, not to bring the weather 
into it. The point is that betting was off several 
hundred thousand dollars despite the slight in- 
crease in attendance, and that this was a factor 
observable through the regular Belmont Park 
meeting. 

That attendance is going up is a good sign, 
since it means that more and more people are 
being interested in racing. That betting is’ go- 
ing down is a sign that many of these people are 
becoming more interested in bookmakers. That 
it would happen like this was obvious to anyone 
with an intelligent acquaintance with racing, and 
that it was not foreseen in Albany merely proves 
that our brighter citizens do not go in for poli- 
ties. 

The notion here is that the extra 5 per cent 
gouge has not yet influenced the $2 and $5 bet- 
tors, or maybe even the $10 and $20 bettors. But 
one clerk at a $50 window reports that his busi- 
ness is off 60 per cent, and a glance at the $100 
lines—which aren’t lines any more—is enough to 
show that something has gone sour in that de- 
partment too. Racing is now operating in di- 
rect competition with bookmakers, the latter hav- 
ing a 16 per cent advantage to play with, and 
while they may have to pay for protection, they 
don’t have to pay purses. 

How far down this will go isn’t certain yet. 
Maybe not much farther, for the emergence of 
enough bookmakers to take care of the prodigious 
amount of small bets is unlikely. And the small 
bettor would reap no great advantage, individu- 
ally, by betting with a bookmaker. The $5 bet- 
tor of today is the $2 bettor of yesterday, and the 
$2 bettor of yesterday had little acquaintance 
with the books, whose operators used to brush 
off small change rather rudely. There were, to 
be sure, “louse books” that would handle small 
bets, but they were few and in the main unhappy. 
New York’s big bettors, however, having just 
given up the books recently, proved to be imper- 
fectly weaned, and they went back easily, often 
to the same bookmaker. 

The extra 5 per cent doesn’t kill at once; it just 
produces slow bleeding. It hasn’t been on long 
enough to bleed the little players white. When it 
does, and to the almost complete defection of big 
players is added a dwindling small-bettor reve- 
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nue, the situation is going to get critical. For- 
tunately for New York, Illinois seems on the way 
to the same mistake, which will insure no more 
pressing competition from the Mid-west. 


The Regulars Carry the Load 


| Paws week Harold E. Talbott, digging up some 
information on public opinion of steeplechas- 
ing through a public opinion survey, brought a 
few interesting facts to light in addition to the 
purely steeplechasing questions. Maybe we’d 
better give the United Hunts an assist on this: 
they paid for it. One of these facts was that, 
among the people interviewed, 23 per cent went 
to the races more than 100 times a year, and 27 
per cent went from 21 to 100 times. Only 20 per 
cent restricted their attendance to from one to 5 
times a year. 

There are some other figures one would like to 
have, but these are enough to show that a very 
large part of racing’s attendance is made up of 
“regulars.” Everyone knew this in a way, but 
there were no exact figures before. And it is 
the “regulars” who do the volume of the betting— 
this can be seen on any off day when attendance 
slumps, because though betting may slump too, 
it does not do so proportionately. When it rains, 
in other words, the ribbon clerks stay home and 
the horseplayers reach for their raincoats. 

It is naturally this heavy backing of regular 
customers that will be drained by the added 5 per 
cent. To the casual tourist from Ottumwa the 
take-out makes no difference—he may go home 
a few dollars poorer, but that’s what he came for. 
But the players who take this drubbing every day, 
or nearly every day, can’t take it forever. 

These reflections, of course, aren’t designed to 
cheer anybody up, but nothing is to be gained by 
ignoring the situation. 

When this added 5 per cent was proposed last 
winter, writers in several racing publications 
pointed out the effect, but as far as this bystand- 
er can find out neither The Jockey Club nor the 
tracks themselves did anything at all. It was 
winter, of course, and presumably they were hib- 
ernating. The State Racing Commission, in the 
person of Ashley T. Cole, did try to convince 
Governor Dewey that the tax was a mistake, but 
he got no second from anyone in an official posi- 
tion. You can see why the New York Assembly 
thought the tax would work. When you propose 
a tax and the object of it doesn’t scream and tear 
his hair and protest that the foundations of the 
earth—not to say the national economy and the 
sacred ties of family—are being shaken, it’s ordi- 
narily a sure sign the tax is bearable. 

Now that the tax is actually accomplishing the 
harm that was predicted, it seems it would not 
be incompatible with the dignity of the New York 
tracks to assemble and present the evidence. The 
State is unquestionably losing revenue, whatever 
the city is gaining. And it is a slowly accelerat- 
ing loss. A political organization which is losing 
money is sometimes quite receptive to reason. If 
someone could take the legislators lovingly by 
the hand, and explain to them tactfully that book- 
makers are smarter than lawmakers, some good 
might yet be done.

Looking 
For Patrol Scout 


Beating the Bushes 


HE Detroit Times a few weeks ago carried a 

story which is highly illustrative of these 
times. The story was written by Lewis H. Wal- 
ter: 


Somewhere in the greater Detroit area, 
perhaps jogging along a bridle path or pull- 
ing a junk wagon up Brush street, is a 10- 
year-old former race horse worth $5,000. 

The horse is Patrol Scout, which once car- 
ried the colors of C. C. Winters, Detroit 
sportsman. 

Several years ago Patrol Scout apparently 
had reached the end of his racing usefulness. 
Winters gave him to Al Hoener, manager of 
the Detroit Race Track parking lot, who had 
a place in the country. 

Hoener eventually made a loan of the horse 
to an employee of boxing champion Joe Louis’ 
“dude ranch” near Utica. Later the man 
phoned Hoener, said he had a chance to sell 
Patrol Scout. He was authorized to sell him 
for any price obtainable. 

Hoener didn’t receive any report or cash 
from the deal. He forgot all about it until 
this spring when Winters came to him and 
asked about the horse. 

“He’s gone,” said Hoener. 
where.” 

“Find him,” said Winters. “A breeder I 
know will give $1,500 for him.” 

Hoener inquired at the Louis ranch. The 
man he had entrusted with the horse had 
gone, no one knew his whereabouts. He re- 
ported to Winters. 

“Now the breeder is ready to give $5,000 
for him,” said Winters. ‘“Let’s find him.” 

A report that the seller of the horse now is 
working near Northville has been investi- 
gated—but he cannot be found. 

Hoener and Winters are sure that Patrol 
Scout, if he is still alive, is in this area. He’s 
a rich prize if he can be found. 

Ring a bell the next time you see a junk 
wagon going down your alley. If the horse 
takes off—sends the old mattresses and paper 
flying—perhaps he’s Patrol Scout. 


Patrol Scout was a bay horse, foaled in 1936 at 
Morven Stud, Charlottesville, Va., by The Scout 
(by *Sir Gallahad III) out of Margie C., by Fair 
Play out of Magna Stella, by *Star Shoot. His 
dam’s best known winner was Lightning Bolt, 
which won $35,245, including the Florida Derby, 
and set some track records in winning good handi- 
cap races. Patrol Scout’s best year was 1940 


“T don’t know 
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when, as a 4-year-old, he earned $9,450 in 22 
starts, with the Rockingham Park Handicap in- 
cluded among his wins. His class, at the time, 
was that of a good plater. His earnings in six 
seasons of racing were $16,427, a little more or 
less, perhaps, than it cost to raise and race him. 
Now he’s worth $5,000 to somebody for breeding 
purposes. 


The entries for races in 1946 have included an 
unprecedented number of horses three, four, and 
five years old which had not started until this 
season. Some of them were laid by last year be- 
cause of the war. But most of them just showed 
up because the pickings this year appeared un- 
usually good. 

Last year, despite the fact that there was four 
months less racing, there were more horses 
started than ever before. This year there will 
be still more, and the percentage of those which 
fail to pay their way will be very high. 

For years I have had a running spat with writ- 
ers who would sit down with pencil and paper and 
in five minutes come up with a documented case 
to the effect that there might be a shortage of 
horses. They would cite, among other things, 
that the production of foals was dropping off and 
that the amount of racing was increasing, and 
would wonder where the horses were coming from. 

I’m stubborn. I maintain, in the first place, 
that a shortage of horses would be wonderful, and 
in the second place, that it is all but impossible 
to achieve, either by intention or by inattention. 
They could open ten new tracks in the United 
States next year, and there still would be more 
horses than they could use. Where do they come 
from? I don’t know, but I do know that all you 
have to do is shake the bushes and here they 
come. 

The production of Thoroughbred foals prob- 
ably is now at an all-time peak, and next year 
the peak will be still higher. As of today a breed- 
er can find a market for almost anything with a 
pedigree and three or four legs. It is the least 
discriminating market in the history of American 
racing.

This is, according to Williams, the first time 
California-bred horses have swept a racing card, 
but the indications are clear enough that it will 
happen many times in the future. (On June 13 
horses bred in the State won the first five races.) 


About 70 per cent of the horses entered each 
day at Hollywood Park are California-bred. From 
a cursory glance at the entries it appears that a 
little more than half of the remainder were bred 
in Kentucky. 

The significance of this percentage is that the 
long campaign of encouraging the breeding of 
Thoroughbreds in California has borne a tremen- 
dous harvest. The State for years has granted 
special privileges to horses bred there, in the 
form of restricted races and in rich awards for 
breeders. Further, its tracks are offering a tre- 
mendous amount of money for distribution to 
winning owners. It will not be at all surprising 
if within a few years California’s distribution 
becomes the largest in the nation. It is already 
higher than that of any state except New York. 


The encouragement to breed Thoroughbreds is 
still stronger in California than anywhere else in 
the world, and even prominent breeders from east 
of the Mississippi are now establishing substa- 
tions in the State. In two or three more years, 
I would guess, about 80 per cent of the starters 
will wear the California-bred tag.

HEN Trainer Tomas Altamira and Rafael 

Dosal, part owner of the highly successful 
Cuadra Mexico, came to Lexington last fall to buy 
yearlings they needed an interpreter and sought 
out Edgar Zantker, who knows quite a bit about 
horses as well as seven or eight languages. Mr. 
Zantker as a result became very much interested 
in the fortunes of the Cuadra Mexico, and in the 
last few months has made two trips to Mexico 
City, where he made friends of the other two 
members of the syndicate, Pedro Dosal and Emil 
Tuero, the latter one of Mexico’s leading movie 
stars. 

Pedro Dosal, the main man in the Cuadra Mex- 
ico, is a prominent restaurateur in the Mexican 
capital. A few years ago he was in the flour 
business and was having trouble keeping his 
head above the financial waters. He sold his busi- 
ness, began speculating in grain futures, wound 
up with a fortune running into millions of dol- 
lars. He is only about 37 years old. 

Mr. Zantker reports that when he was in Mex- 
ico in April he asked Pedro Dosal how he hap- 
pened to become interested in racing. Well, said 
Dosal, he liked to see the horses run. One day a 
friend told him he was thinking of buying some 
race horses. ‘No, no,” said Pedro, “it would cost 
you too much; you can’t make money that way.” 
The friend persisted, so Pedro said, “Wait, I'll 
show you. I’ll buy some horses myself and let 
you see what happens.” 

So Pedro bought some horses and wound up 
with the leading stable in Mexico.

Articles of Incorporation for the California 
Anti-Horse Racing League have been filed with 
the California secretary of state. The directors 
were listed as William D. Hammond, Bessie S. 
Hammond, and Bertha M. Calvin, of Los Angeles, 
and Grace McCarthy, of Hollywood. The objec- 
tive of the group is to “work for the control, 
abatement, or elimination of horse racing.” 


One of the long list of duties undertaken by 
Humphrey S. Finney as field secretary for the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association is that of 
providing assistance in shipping horses owned by 
members. At the end of the breeding season this 
year Finney found himself faced with the task of 
fetching three carloads of horses from Kentucky 
to Maryland, so he went out to MecDonogh School 
near Baltimore and recruited a corps of assistants 
from the youngsters there. 

This week he was in Lexington with Charles A. 
Gould, William R. Rasche, Thomas N. Burckes, 
William A. Allen, Bob Shea (son of Danny), and 
John Finney (son of Humphrey). On the morn- 
ing of June 20 they were to leave Lexington with 
a shipment of about forty horses, owned by W. L. 
Brann, C. E. Tuttle, Roy Watson, J. F. Flanagan, 
Alfred Vanderbilt, H. L. Salsbury, W. A. Edgar, 
S. W. Labrot, Samuel Pistorio, Chester F. Hock- 
ley, H. S. Horkheimer, Danny Shea, Charles C. 
Jones, and Mrs. Merrall MacNeille. 

Except for Mrs. MacNeille’s yearling filly by 
Bimelech out of Misleading, the shipment was to 
be made up entirely of mares and foals. It would 
go to the Fair Grounds at Timonium, and would 
be the first shipment of Thoroughbreds sent there 
since the Army took over the place in 1942. 

Among the four mares owned by Alfred Van- 
derbilt in the shipment are two former first-class 
2-year-olds, Now What and Petrify, both in foal 
to Bull Lea. 


Jim Moore, of Universal Pictures, was in Lex- 
ington recently doing a feature on harness horses, 
and conceived the idea for a “then-and-now” 
short on Thoroughbreds. It will show the Triple 
Crown winners Gallant Fox, War Admiral, 
Whirlaway, and Count Fleet as they are today 
in their central Kentucky homes, then will flash 
back to highlights of their racing careers. 


Bud Burmester, the Amon _ Carter-David 
Harum-Dexter Fellowes of Texas Thoroughbred 
breeding circles, reports that citizens of the 


State are petitioning Gov. Coke Stevenson to pro- 
claim Jockey Warren Mehrtens a Texan, to com- 
plete the Kleberg-Assault-Hirsch ensemble. There 
also is a move under way to persuade Mr. Kleberg 
to bring Assault to the Arlington Downs track 
between Fort Worth and Dallas for an exhibition 
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gallop, or perhaps for a special $100,000 race be- 
tween the Triple Crown winner and any of the 
other 3-year-olds which might want to try him 
again. It would be a betless occasion, because 
pari-mutuels are not legal in Texas. 


In its June edition, the Journal of the American 
Veterinary Medical Association quotes the Bulle- 
tin Academie de Veterinaire de France regarding 
an experiment by Dr. N. Kossovitch and Dr. E. 
Usse to determine which of two mares had foaled 
a certain colt. By studying blood groupings of 
the three animals and applying Mendelian laws, 
it was determined that one of the mares could not 
have been the dam of the colt, and the other 
could have been. 

“Moreover,” the report continued, “the individ- 
ual somatic characteristics of the three animals 
confirmed the conclusions drawn from the blood 
examinations. The authors believe that the re- 
sults obtained present a certain amount of inter- 
est because the investigation was believed to be 
the first reported practical application of blood 
grouping to establish parentage in horses. But of 
greater interest, in view of the precise results ob- 
tained, is the prospect of such investigations ren- 
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dering service in connection with the confirming 
of pedigrees of breeding animals.” 


For the purpose of estimating the winnings of 
French horses entered in English races in which 
the weights or eligibility may be based on the 
amount of money won, the franc will be evaluated 
at 200 to the pound sterling (about two cents 
each) on races run between January 1, 1940, and 
December 31, 1945. Races won since then will 
be evaluated at 475 franes to the pound sterling 
(about eight-tenths of a cent). These valuations 
were agreed between members of the English 
Jockey Club and French authorities. 


The same man, perhaps, who calculates what 
horses would have paid if they hadn’t lost, has 
figured that the City of New York came up $519,- 
412.31 short when the first week of the Aqueduct 
meeting was held at Belmont Park. Had there 
been racing at the Aqueduct plant, the city would 
have received $692,549.75, but since only one- 
fourth of the Belmont plant is within the city 
limits, the municipal treasury got only one-fourth 
of the 5 per cent tax, or $173,137.44, and Nassau 
County got the rest.

Ex-Friends Had Him 


LONDON, June 9 
E are still scratching our heads a bit and 
wondering whether the Derby winner is a 
very good horse, or whether those he beat are not 
as good as we thought they were. Apart from 
the inevitable friends and acquaintances who 
knew all about the winner and had a good bet 
and surely you did old man I thought you were 
an expert, ha! ha!—apart from those ex-friends 
and distant acquaintances, I failed to discover 
anyone who had anticipated such a surprising 
result. 

The good thing about it is that we seem doubly 
to have revived the Hurry On male line, last year 
through Chamossaire, winner of the St. Leger, 
and now with Airborne. The Hurry On line, by 
which I mean the Hurry On branch of the Bar- 
caldine—Solon—West Australian (from whom 
descended Spendthrift, Hastings, Fair Play, and 
Man o’ War) line, was in danger of dying out in 
this country. Hurry On’s son, Coronach, as you 
know, went to New Zealand, and we were left 
with his other son, Precipitation (1933) who sired 
Why Hurry, Oaks winner in 1943, but no classic- 
winning colt until Chamossaire, last year. Pre- 
cipitation himself was a great horse. He did not 
race until he was a 3-year-old, but during his 
two seasons on the turf won over £18,000 in 
stakes, including a Jockey Club Stakes and an 
Ascot Gold Cup; he was a fast horse, too, as well 
as a great stayer. 

The Epsom meeting, which lasted four days, 
was the first to have been held on the famous 
Downs since 1939. It was very well organized 
and attracted crowds which seemed to be very 
little different in point of numbers from pre- 
war. Everything was a bit rough. There were 
few amenities; but underfoot conditions were per- 
fect. The only drawback was that the Clerk of 
the Weather in his enthusiasm rather overdid the 
watering business. It rained almost continuous- 
ly. Happily, it cleared up for a few minutes, 
before, during and immediately after the Derby.

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The race was interesting to watch inasmuch 
as three, or even four, horses were in the lead 
at different stages. Gulf Stream was in the lead 
on the far rails close home, but Airborne was 
catching him up fast from a long run and swept 
by to win easily; the winner had swerved to his 
right less than a furlong from home, but was 
straightened out and finished in a straight line. 

Gulf Stream, ridden by Harry Wragg, had a 
good place throughout and was beaten on merit. 
Khaled was in front at Tattenham Corner but 
did not keep up the gallop. Peterborough plug- 
ged steadily on all the way but lacked finishing 
speed. Edward Tudor showed up with a big 
chance in the straight but did not go through with 
it. Radiotherapy ran well, especially in the last 
quarter-mile, but could not quite make it. Happy 
Knight and the others, including Fast and Fair, 
failed to stay. An exception must be made of 
White Jacket, who finished fourth. I picked him 
up early in the race but lost him, so cannot say 
how he ran until the very end, when he seemed 
to be running on strongly. He will certainly be 
backed for the St. Leger, his main objective. 

The winner was bought by Mr. Ferguson for 
3,300 guineas at the September Yearling Sales 
at Newmarket in 1944, being one of four year- 
lings disposed of by the Middleton Park Stud. He 
is a light-colored grey, tall—about 16 hands 2 
inches—with a plain head, rather long in the 
back, and plain across the loins. 

That is my impression of him, but no two 
people ever agree about a horse and I find my- 
self, for example, at odds in this respect with 
somebody much older and more experienced than 
myself, Mr. Rouch, the famous photographer of 
bloodstock. Mr. Rouch considers Airborne to be 
a very good-looking colt, and finds him very im- 
pressive and powerful; certainly he has very good 
bone and, I will agree, a good, straight hind leg. 
Anyway, we can all agree that he is a good, 
rangy type and that he should improve as the 
season progresses. 

Incidentally, I do not doubt that he will have 
been bought several times over, retired and syn- 
dicated long before this message reaches you. All 
I can write at the moment is that his owner told 
me after the race that he intended to run him in 
the St. Leger. 

Airborne ran four times at two years, always 
in the best company. He did not win but was 
once third and, at the very end of the season, 
finished fourth of ten to the King’s filly Hyperi- 
cum, Hypericum this season won the One Thous- 
and Guineas. Airborne’s second-season record is 
a third in a ten-furlong race and a first in a 
Maiden Stakes of 1% miles on May 14. All his 
racing prior to the Derby was at Newmarket. 

His dam, Bouquet, is a grey, foaled in 1932, and 
therefore a year older than the sire, Precipita- 
tion. She did not race, having put out a stifle, 
but at stud produced the winners Fragrant View 
and Bulldozer, both to Panorama and both sprint- 
ers. She has a grey 2-year-old filly by Panorama 
in training this season. The next dam, Helles- 
pont, won a little race but bred no winners. The 


third dam, Barrier, bred five winners, although 
she did not win herself. She was by Grey Leg,

Having thoroughly beaten his contemporaries 
in the most important classics of the season, the 
King Ranch’s Assault had to wipe out a record 
established by a 3-year-old of 1930 in order to dis- 
tinguish his victory in the Dwyer Stakes from the 
merely repetitious. In adding the Dwyer and 
$40,700 to his list of accomplishments, Assault 
raised his earnings for the season to $339,720 and 
eclipsed Gallant Fox’s record earnings of $308,275 
for a 3-year-old. He also moved ahead of the 
Belair Stud horse—and others—to take fifth 
place on the list of leading American money win- 
ners, with earnings of $356,970. 

The earnings of Gallant Fox in seven starts at 
two ($19,890) were roughly comparable to As- 
sault’s $17,250 in nine starts, but purse values 
have increased so heavily during the intervening 
16 years that Gallant Fox’s earnings through 
the Wood, the Experimental, the Triple Crown, 
and the Dwyer were only $184,340, compared to 
Assault’s $339,220 for the same races. 

Aside from his improved financial position, As- 
sault’s Dwyer victory offered little new. He was 
kept off the pace until the far turn, then was sent 
to the top and won by 4% lengths. 

But instead of finishing immediately ahead of 
Natchez, Lord Boswell, Spy Song, Hampden, or 
Islam Prince, which had followed him under the

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wire in previous races, this time he was in front 
of Windfields, the Canadian-owned colt which, 
like Wee Admiral, had passed up the King’s Plate 
for a campaign below the border. Windfields had 
tried Assault in the Wood Memorial, without any 
luck, and did not get significantly closer in the 
Dwyer, but he did earn second money. 

Lord Boswell improved over his Belmont Stakes 
performance but was an unspectacular third. The 
only Dwyer entrant which had not been beaten 
by Assault previously this year was Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s Be Courageous, which took over the 
lead from Windfields on the back side and led to 
the head of the stretch, only to run out of speed 
and finish last. 

Assault was carried wide by Cable on the club 
house turn and was bumped by the Bradley colt 
in the stretch, but it made no difference in the 
outcome. Windfields, winner of three consecu- 
tive races prior to the Dwyer, made a strong fin- 
ish and apparently is in his best form of the sea- 
son, but Trainer A. E. Alexandra said before the 
race that the colt would be retired unless he won 
the Dwyer.

In contrast with many stakes races in the East, 
which have drawn three- and four-horse fields, the 
Inglewood Handicap at Hollywood Park had 13 
starters, nine of which are nominees for the 1%4- 
mile Gold Cup. Norman Church’s Quick Reward, 
which had been beaten by noses in the Alameda 
and Hollywood Premiere Handicaps, was in an- 
other tight finish but this time the camera caught 
him in front by half a length over the hard-driv- 
ing Canina, which closed with a surge of speed 
that was cutting down the winner’s advantage at 
each leap.

Followers of Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s Maine 
Chance Farm horses have been buffeted sharply 
this spring by Lord Boswell, but in Jet Pilot they 
have a representative which has delivered to ex- 
pectation in each of his four starts, and notably 
in the Tremont Stakes. Whether Jet Pilot will 
hook up in the near future with C. V. Whitney’s 
First Flight, leader among the 2-year-old fillies, 
is problematical, since it is said he will be ship- 
ped to Chicago, but when he defeated Eternal 
War in the Tremont he disposed of the other out- 
standing colt seen in the East so far. 

Jet Pilot’s Tremont victory was as decisive as 
they come: both colts broke well, Eternal War,

Bastogne was outrun all the way. The Maine 
Chance colt’s time was 1:064 on a so-called heavy 
track. 


Jet Pilot now has won each of his four starts, 
earned $30,615. After winning his first start, at 
Churchill Downs in the mud, by nine lengths, he 
moved to Pimlico where he beat Shaffie in the 
Pimlico Nursery Stakes. His next outing was in 


the National Stallion Stakes, which he won. 


Jet Pilot’s successes thus far are an intima- 
tion of the power the Maine Chance stable would 
have possessed this season were it not for the 
disastrous fire at Arlington Park, resulting in 


| 
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the death of 22 other 2-year-olds. While it is idle 
to speculate as to what might have been, and Jet 
Pilot’s record of four for four certainly could not 
be improved, it is likely that some of those lost 
in the fire also would have been successful racers, 
since they were selected carefully and bore excel- 
lent credentials. 

Besides Lord Boswell’s setbacks, the stable was 
unfortunate in losing the services of Star Pilot, 
brilliant at two last year and now in temporary 
retirement at Spendthrift Farm. Since Lord Bos- 
well, Knockdown, Perfect Bahram, and Beaugay 
are still around, the Graham outfit still can finish 
with a very successful season.

John D. Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud, Paris, Ky.

Persuasion 


As Wells Waxed, Jeppson Wilted 


Los ANGELES, June 9 


S. JEPPSON, owner and resident manager 
e of the Circle J Ranch near Chatsworth, in 
the San Fernando valley, is a sucker for a 
“story.” His boss, Walter T. Wells, former presi- 
dent of the California Breeders’ Association, is 
an eloquent and convincing raconteur. It follows, 
then, that Mr. Jeppson hadn’t the chance of Ken- 
dor in the Derby when Mr. Wells decided to sell 
him some horses. Jeppson’s reluctance to buy 
was not based on any feeling against horses, par- 
ticularly, but on a disinclination to possess the 
animals in too great a quantity. His disinclin- 
ation availed him nothing, as we shall see. 
Several years ago Walter Wells purchased land 
at San Fernando, built there his Rancho Oro Pri- 
mero, and started looking around for breeding 
stock. His quest took him far afield and for a 
time he was a familiar figure at Kentucky and 
Eastern sales rings. He acquired the stallions 
Kenty, *Firozepore and Saxon, and a band of 
about three dozen mares of good blood and dem- 
onstrated racing quality, and began to breed 
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horses. About this time he was elected president 
of.the breeders’ association, a small and incoher- 
ent body then suffering from growing pains. An 
incidental duty in connection with his office was 
the editing of what is now The Thoroughbred of 
California magazine. Under Wells’ energetic 
leadership, the association of horsemen took shape 
and the magazine began to assume its present 
character. 


Then happened the war. It happened just as 
suddenly to Walter Wells as to any other indus- 
trialist and he found himself with less and less 
time to devote to his horse hobby. Lane-Wells, 
the oil field supply house he had built, was busy 
with war contracts and required so much of his 
time that he started selling off his horse holdings, 
a few here, a few there. Large drafts were dis- 
posed of in the Mexican market, and soon he 
found himself down to one stallion and five mares, 
the choice of the lot. 

They were *Firozepore, a moderate English 
and American winner but a beautifully bred 
horse; the stakes-winning mares Easy Sailing, 
by *Happy Argo; High Maria, by High Time, 
and Frisky Matron, by *Bistouri; High Flight, 
by High Time, a granddaughter of *Filante and 
dam of the durable Liberty Flight; and Cheeky 
Sue, an unraced daughter of Black Toney. Busi- 
ness or no business, war or no war, these he re- 
fused to let go until he found the right man to 
get them. And here is where the innocent D. S. 
Jeppson sticks his head into the noose. 

Jeppson is no John-come-yesterday with the 
horses. His first Thoroughbred was purchased 
as a yearling from Charles Cooper of San Luis 
Rey just ten years ago and raced under the name

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of Watch Time. The records say that Watch 
Time won nine races but, unfortunately for Jepp- 
son, most of them were won after leaving his 
barn. He has campaigned a small stable in Cali- 
fornia since then, his trainer for the greatest 
period being the well known and capable W. Russ 
McGirr. Jeppson’s best horse, by far, has been 
the hard-hitting Pageboy, by The Porter—Janet 
Blair, and thus a full brother to Heather Broom. 
Pageboy won 21 races and $27,325, mostly in the 
Jeppson silks, and is now an honored pensioner 
at the ranch on Nordhoff Road. 

In 1939, not long after Jeppson became con- 
nected with Lane-Wells, where he is now a vice 
president, he started looking around for a place 
to live and have some fun in doing it. When he 
found what he wanted it turned out to be part 
of a tomato patch owned by “Big Boy” Williams, 
movie bad man, low-goal poloist, and truck gar- 
dener. Jeppson acquired seventeen acres and, 
after some pains, got rid of the vegetables. Then 
he started building. He’s still at it. At present 
he has eight moderate-sized paddocks and 16 large 
box stalls which include the stud paddock and 
barn. He has a three-furlong circular training 
gallop around one paddock just for breaking year- 
lings, and the usual outbuildings. There is a low, 
sprawling, ranch-type house with one of the larg- 
est and most comfortable “living” rooms I have 
seen since I left Texas. And, there are the horses. 


The Trap Was Sprung 


LL the time Jeppson was building up Circle J, 
his boss, Walter Wells, sat back in canny 
silence and watched the progress. When Wells 
figured the place was about ready he took his 
vice president and friend to lunch and told him a 
little story. It must have been quite a story. When 
it was finished Jeppson found himself in posses- 
sion of the nicest cadre of breeding stock to 
change hands in California since before the war. 
That was in January of this year. Right after 
he acquired the horse and five mares, the 2-year- 
old sons of *Firozepore began making noises like 
race horses around Santa Anita. Fireflight, out 
of old High Flight, won two races, in the second 
of which he broke the track record for 4% fur- 
longs. Arjuna, out of the Broadway Jones mare 
Boy Crazy, won an open maiden race, and Fallie’s 
Son and Firpash, out of High Maria, placed. 
Later Firpash broke his maiden at Bay Meadows, 
and Arjuna won two races, including the Hills- 
borough Stakes, at that track. Bit o’H, another 
son, won his initial start at Agua Caliente. These 
were all of *Firozepore’s starters through April. 
At present Jeppson has on his place *Firoze- 
pore and the five mares forced on him by Wells, 
the pensioner Pageboy, and Julia J., a mare which 
raced for him some seasons back. He has foals 
by his stallion out of Easy Sailing, Frisky Ma- 
tron, High Flight, and Cheeky Sue. 

In the light of what the present crop is doing, 
it seems there will be some valuable yearlings sold 
from this bunch next year. High Maria and 
Julia J. were barren in 1946. However, the lat- 
ter has a 2-year-old by *Firozepore which just 
started serious training at Hollywood Park.

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Circle J is under the active management of the 
owner with the able assistance of Lyman T. 
Waugh, whose experience on track and farm ex- 
tends back forty years. Also helping out is Leon- 
ard Ross, who worked with Jeppson before the 
war. After three years’ service with General 
George Patton’s Third Army, he walked down 
the road one night and said he was home to stay. 
Dr. W. I. Dill, well-known California veterin- 
arian, is on call for the ranch and personally su- 
pervises all foalings and stallion services. Last 
but by no means the least important member of 
the Circle J team is Mrs. Jeppson, who functions 
as major-domo of all operations, including care 
of a mob of the most vociferous geese who ever 
deafened a man. And, before I forget, there’s a 
cat on the place who has “had sixty-two kittens 
and killed twice that many gophers.” That’s a 
hell of a lot of either one. 

*Firozepore has been a bit more fortunate than 
the average western stallion in the quality of 
mares sent to his court. All of those named above 
were returned to him in 1946 and, in addition, he 
received the following: Fourteen (J. Simon), Bit 
o’ Iron (G. T. Hines), Flashing Eyes (Glenn 
Hotchkiss), Sky of Blue (Dr. George Sharp), and 
Vibrant (California Polytechnic Institute). This 
horse is a completely masculine type, but overall 
very finely made. He stamps his foals unmistak- 
ably and certainly transmits blazing speed. His 
get are very precocious and easy to handle and 
have been, so far, mostly short horses. Two of 
the present crop, at least, give indications that 
they will stretch out, but that is purely conjec- 
ture this early in the year. 

One thing, however, is certain, and perhaps it 
is the surest tip-off on the quality of his produce: 
they are popular with trainers, and breeders who 
try him once come back for more. This horse 
was at least as good a performer on the tracks 
as was *Beau Pere, and the bottom line of his 
pedigree is even stronger (in the opinion of this 
admirer). It is remarkable that these two Son- 
in-Law horses are transmitting such quality of 
speed as so far shown. Of course, the sire of 
*Firozepore, Rustom Pasha, was Son-in-Law’s 
“shortest” son, but he was still stayer enough to 
win a renewal of the Sandown Eclipse Stakes and 
run third in the St. Leger, the former at ten fur- 
longs and the latter at 14. 

*Firozepore’s first crop were foals of 1941. 
Only three came to the races and they all won. 
From his ’42 crop he had four starters. One won 
and another placed four times in eight starts as 
a two-year-old. He had no registered foals of ’43. 
In 1944 he had eleven registered foals. Five 
started to the end of April, 1946. Four won, in- 
cluding one stakes winner. The other starter 
placed at Santa Anita. Overall capitulation to 
date: 12 starters, eight winners, two placed. 

The present intention at Circle J is to breed 
for the market, but in their first crop is an indi- 
vidual that is not for sale. That is a month-old 


filly out of High Flight, the good producer men- 
tioned above which is also half-sister to Canfli 
(Arlington Oaks, ete., and dam of Heelfly). High 
Flight’s second dam is *Filante, and that’s reason 
enough for keeping this filly.

Goyo Beaten in Game Race 


RIO DE JANEIRO, June 8 
UNE 2 was Derby Day in Brazil. The Gavea 
race course, our principal track, presented, 
over a very sloppy going, under a steady rain, the 
Grande Premio Cruzeiro do Sul (Brazilian Der- 
by), 2,400 meters, with a gross value of 325,000 
eruzeiros. (The cruzeiro currently is worth about 
six cents.—EpD.) Eight ran. Bacharel, one of the 
well backed colts in the event, was withdrawn be- 
cause of the bad condition of the course. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


The Two Thousand Guineas winner Goyo, a 
son of Formastérus, was the favorite at less than 
2-1, with Flying Wonder, his second in the first 
eg of our Triple Crown, a good second choice at 
7-2. In my previous notes I gave you an account 
of the form of the candidates. Goyo was really 
the best as a juvenile and is still the best, class 
against class. However, there were some rumors 
of his being touched in the wind—and it is true. 
I am sorry, for Goyo is one of the most formid- 
able colts I have ever seen. Flying Wonder was 
also much regarded, because he gave a very good 
impression in the Two Thousand Guineas (Grande 
Premio Outono). Cerro Alto, a son of Sand- 
wich, English St. Leger winner, appeared a good 
chance as a prospective stayer, and the same 
could be said of Bonitao, by Punch, winner of the 
Cesarewitch Stakes and the Coronation Cup in 
England. 


The race began with Goyo in front, Jockey R. 
Freitas trying to make the other horses to show 
their class. When they entered the back stretch, 
Estrilo took the lead, with Goyo second, Enéas 
and Bonitao head-and-head. The pace, despite 
the sloppy track, was fast and they entered into

the great turn with Estrilo in front, Cerro Alto 
second, Goyo, Bonitao, Enéas, Flying Wonder, 
and Guararape. When the field began the long 
Gavea stretch, Goyo advanced, but Estrilo and 
Cerro Alto resisted at first. Some 2% furlongs 
from the finish Goyo took the lead, but then Boni- 
tao, under the expert riding of R. Olguiu, rushed 
by the outside and the two colts began a furious 
struggle. Two furlongs from home Bonitao took 
a short lead. Goyo regained the front, but Boni- 
tao insisted and again took the lead to win by a 
neck, with Goyo still attacking strongly. 

It was one of the most brilliant finishes I have 
ever seen in the Derby. Despite the sloppy track 
the race was steady from start to finish and the 
last three furlongs were sensational. Third, six 
lengths back, finished Enéas. Time, 2:39, very 
good, considering the extremely bad condition of 
the Gavea course. 

I am far from convinced of Bonitao’s superior- 
ity over Goyo. Bonitao beat his game rival be- 
cause Goyo is really with a bad wind. After the 
race I went to see him and heard clearly his trou- 
bled breath. You surely know what a formidable 
and game horse he had to be to resist about one 
mile and one-quarter, on a very sloppy course, in 
a race hard from start to finish. Were he sound 
of wind, no horse in this country could beat him 
over any distance. 

However, this is not to say Bonitao isn’t good. 
The fact is, no other horse finished near Goyo. He 
is a strong colt, not a very distinguished one in 
type, but with a good head, strong legs, and long 
bones. He is definitely the type you would expect 
to find in a stayer. He was a long shot, of course, 
winning at 53-1. However, he should not have 
been so abandoned in the betting. As a juvenile, 
in 1945 he started eight times (all at Cidade Jar- 
dim), was four times first, four times second, 
mostly against the best competition. 

His owner, Henrique de Toledo Lara, gave him 
a good rest during the 1945-1946 summer and only 
on April 7 Bonitao returned to the tracks. He 
was then unplaced in a special event at Cidade 
Jardim. He started in the Classico Jockey Club 
do Rio Grande do Sul, at Cidade Jardim, and was 
second to Gonzo over 2,000 meters. Then he was 
shipped to Gavea, where he ran for the first time 
in the Brazilian Derby. Altogether he has run 
11 times, won five, finished second five times, un- 
placed once, earned 393,250 cruzeiros (his share 
in the Derby was 250,000 cruzeiros).

The very good stakes horse Battant, 
which José Buarque de Macedo tried unsuccess- 
fully to purchase two weeks ago for Brazil, was 
sold for 50,000 Argentine pesos (about $12,300, 
counting the peso at 24.6 cents), to export to your 
country. The reported price is much lower than 
it had been announced Battant’s Argentine own- 
ers asked Mr. Buarque de Macedo, but these 
things are not always crystal clear in this part of 
the world. Battant is a son of Parwiz out of La 
Cloche and. is a very smart handicap horse, hav- 
ing been second recently to the crack Quibt in 
the Clasico General Belgrano. 

It was also announced that the good stakes- 
winning mare Michunga, by Fox Cub, out of Mi 
Condesa, was sold to North America for 80,000 
pesos, and the good handicap horse Talon, by 
Pantalon out of Guetaria, was also purchased by 
a North American owner. Talon is inferior to 
Battant, but is also a good horse. 

Having sold Battant, Respingo, Miss Grillo, 
Talon, and Rico Monte to North America, Zorro 
and Emperor to Brazil, the Argentine Turf was 
also robbed when Ben Omar, one of the stayers 
of highest class of recent years, went into the 
stud. Thus the great weight-for-age events of 
1946 are apparently to be decided among Chur- 
rinche, Quibi, Royal Tip, the crack Uruguayan 
horse Cantaro, and perhaps Estuardo, among the 
veterans. 


The Brazilian Government is apparently in- 
tending to put a new 10 per cent tax on all bet- 
ting on horse racing. Some circles say it will be 
a true death sentence on the Turf, although I 
don’t think so. However, Turf authorities are 
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working hard on the matter, trying to make the 
Government change its mind on the matter. In 
any case, this is a clear indication of the times 
we are living in.

$31,987 Worth of Good 


The Delaware Park management on June 5 re- 
funded $31,987 bet on Loudoun Boy in the eighth 
race of the day when the horse was almost left at 
the post and trailed by 20 lengths after the first 
sixteenth. The horse, 7 to 2 in the betting, ap- 
peared sore on the way to the post, but it was de- 
cided to let him start. After the starting gate 
opened he was scarcely able to gallop and Jockey 
Paul Miller pulled him up. The money bet on 
him remained in the pools and was distributed ac- 
cordingly, and the track itself paid the refund.

More Racing Days 
Possibility 


_New Ruling Opens the Way 


TORONTO, June 15 


ACK about a month ago a rather brief but 

important statement was issued from Ottawa, 
which is the Washington of Canada. The state- 
ment was briefed over lightly by the mill-run of 
racing fans. To them it carried little or no sig- 
nificance, but to those in the racing business, it 
was the biggest step that has been made in the 
-growth of the sport in many years. 

The statement said: “An amendment to the 
-eriminal code sections governing race tracks in 
Canada, by which two race meetings, either run- 
ning or harness variety, may be held at one 
course, passed the House yesterday. . .~ Hon. 
_J. G. Gardiner, Minister of Agriculture for the 
Dominion, explaining the amendment, said it had 
been found convenient to operate more than one 
meeting at the same track and it was proposed to 
let the practice continue. Thus the way is cleared 
in Toronto for Thorncliffe meetings to be run at 
Woodbine Park and for two meetings at Vancou- 
ver to be run at Lansdowne Park, or as applied 
to Winnipeg, for two meetings at Polo Park. The 
-war-time shift of the Long Branch Jockey Club 
meeting to Dufferin Park, Toronto, could not be 
continued indefinitely. Both tracks and associ- 
ations are operated by the Orpen interests.” 

As said, many read the statement and as quick- 
ly forgot it. Others, slightly more interested, in- 
terpreted it to mean that the war-time measure 
of moving meetings to more convenient tracks be- 
cause of better transportation, was merely being 
continued until the more accessible tracks could 
be put into operational order. In other words, it 
was merely a tide-over until fall, or at the latest 
the spring of 1946, when the old order of one as- 
sociation and one track, would prevail again. 

But the order apparently had a more far-reach- 
ing effect than that, judging from the latest de- 
velopment. What it means, apparently, is that 
racing dates in Canada could be doubled should 
enough racing charters be available. Plenty of 
old racing charters are being dusted, off to see 
how they apply. For awhile some have free scope 
of operation in any locality, some no doubt are 
confined to a certain area, perhaps a certain city 
or town. But all are valuable. 

What has brought about this scurrying for 
dust-covered charters is the move of the Fort Erie 
track, the U. S.-controlled plant located across 
the Niagara River near Buffalo. There, from 
July 20 to August 1—an 11-day stretch—will be 
operated an extra meeting under the charter of 
the Ascot Turf Club. Said charter belongs to 
‘the Orpen interests in Toronto. They used that 
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same charter some years back when they operated 
for a brief period a meeting at London, Ont. 

In the picture, then, at Fort Erie, you have a 
track owned by John Cella and his associates op- 
erating under a charter owned by Orpen. 

The move has been officially sanctioned by the 
Incorporated Canadian Racing Associations, 
which is the controlling body of racing in Ontario. 
It has been done for one reason, so they say, but 
there are two reasons. The ostensible reason is 
that they want to fill in the gaps in the Ontario 
schedule and give the horsemen more chance to 
run for purses. The other reason is that the 
track operators see a chance to make more money 
for themselves. 

That is the first move. But what moves are 
ahead? Time alone will answer that. It is known, 
for instance, that the Baltimore owners of the 
Thorncliffe track in Toronto, having operated for 
years at Woodbine Park in Toronto as a war 
emergency measure, have found the Woodbine lo- 
cation most acceptable in a financial way. In 
other words the rumor has been that they would 
remain at Woodbine if they could. Under the 
new order they can, depending upon whether or 
not the Ontario Jockey Club would be willing to 
rent its plant. 

There is rumor, too, that the Orpen interests 
have plans to extend their racing-day quota with 
perhaps some additions at Dufferin Park in late 
fall. So far that is not fact, but merely gossip. 

In other parts of Canada, extension of racing 
time may develop too, though so far no announce- 
ments have been made. But the Fort Erie ven- 
ture will no doubt warm other hearts along the 
same line. 

Last year Canada’s total of racing days was 
307, with 98 of these in Ontario. Back in 1927 the 
number of days in Canada for racing was 354, 
the highest ever. 

Thus we may see in a year or two the Dominion 
reach the highest figure ever in total days. There 
may not be any new tracks, but those tracks will 
carry more action. 

Through it all can be seen the picture of a 
Dominion Government realizing that revenue 
from racing comes easily. There is no doubt that 
some racing interests did approach Ottawa on 
the idea of an extension of time through which 
there would also be an increase of Dominion rev- 
enue, as well, of course, as track revenue. 

From the racing standpoint it gives the Cana- 
dian owner a better chance to realize on his in- 
vestment. Thus it may in time prove an induce- 
ment to some Canadians who now go over the 
border for their action, to remain at home. Be- 
cause the tracks can have more racing and thus 
more revenue, they should easily be able to boost 
purse money. Thus there may be a new era for 
horse racing in the Dominion. It is in pretty 
good hands everywhere except perhaps in Quebec. 
If leadership from solid and reliable citizens 
could be achieved in that Province it would help 
the sport materially.

Photos and Fingerprints 


Communities in the vicinity of the new Mon- 
mouth Park race track in New Jersey are con- 
sidering the adoption of a uniform ordinance “to 
discourage undesirables (technically defined as 
persons with criminal records).” The ordinance 
was drawn up by J. Victor Carton, prosecutor at 
Oceanport, and requires anyone indicted or con- 
victed of a crime within the last ten years to reg- 
ister his name and address with the local police 
if he intends to be in town 24 hours or longer. 
Police shall photograph and fingerprint such per- 
sons and ascertain why they are in town and 
where they will be staying. A penalty of 30 days 
in jail or a $200 fine, or both, is provided.

Keeneland Stud and Black Brocade 


Three Grand Mares 


UST short of thirty years ago the foundation 
of the present day Keeneland Stud had its 
formation. The late J. O. Keene was among a 
rather large group of Americans at the December 
Sales of 1916 at the Park Paddocks, Newmarket, 
England, inspecting and buying a large number 
of horses. Some of these were for his own ac- 
count, others for friends, and some to be sold in 
America the next year. 


Altogether Mr. Keene purchased 37 head. Most 
of them (27) were weanlings to be disposed of 
upon arrival in America. Among the eight fillies 
purchased from 2 to 4 years of age were three 
that were to re-make the century-old Keeneland 
Stud, on which horses had been bred and raised 
since 1784. 


*Scrutiny, by Ballot 


CCORDING to the catalogue the first of the 
three to be bought was Scrutiny (No. 160), 
a bay mare by the American Ballot, out of the St. 
Amant mare, Investigation, from the Mayonaise 
branch of the great No. 3 family. *Scrutiny car- 
ried to these shores in utero a filly by Ampelion, 
later to become the good mare Inquiry. The lat- 
ter produced for Mr. Keene 10 foals and 10 win- 
ners, including Sandy Ford, winner of the Dixie 
Handicap and more than $50,000. Today at Keene- 
land Stud may be seen Eponine and Inverine, win- 
ning daughter and grand-daughter of Inquiry. 


*Carene, by Grey Leg 


IHE second of the three head which were des- 
tined to re-make the famous Keeneland Stud 
was catalogue number 230, a grey filly by Grey 
Leg from Mi-Careme, by Desmond, and later

named *Carene. When bred to Luke McLuke, the 
distance running son of Ultimus, *Carene produced 
the stakes-winning mare Alice Blue Gown. When 
retired to the breeding paddocks Alice Blue Gown 
produced seven winners, including the stakes win- 
ners Battleship Gray and the amazingly fast Car- 
lisia. A daughter of Alice Blue Gown is now at 
Keeneland Stud with her first foal. She is the 
winning filly Blue and Gray, a full-sister to Car- 
lisia. 


*Black Brocade, by Neil Gow 


N Wednesday, December 6, entered the sales 

ring the mare for which Mr. Keene was look- 
ing. Nearing the end of the day’s activities was 
number 449, a black mare, 4-year-old, named 
Black Brocade and consigned by Major Leonard 
Brassey. She was by Neil Gow, a son of Chelan- 
dry, and was out of Black Velvet, by the Isinglass 
stallion Veles. The second dam was the great 
Black Duchess, a worthy representative of the 
Antiope branch of the Number 3 family. Black 
Duchess had produced Bay Ronald, ancestor of 
Bayardo, Dark Ronald, Gainsborough, and *Ted- 
dy’s dam Rondeau. Black Duchess’ grand-daugh- 
ter, Blanche, was the dam of the great sire Bland- 
ford. Doubling up Black Duchess in a pedigree 
produced *Mahmoud, the English Derby winner 
and very successful sire. *Mahmoud is by a son 
of Blandford and out of a mare by Gainsborough. 


*Black Brocade, in foal to Catmint, was knocked 
down to Mr. Keene for the amazingly small sum 
of 50 pounds. The following year, at Keeneland 
Stud, she dropped a filly, later to be named 
Barenka and who produced the stakes winner 
Moralist.

oo this time Mr. Keene acquired the stal- 
lion Luke McLuke. The son of Ultimus and 
the Trenton mare Midge had won the Belmont 
and Carlton Stakes and the Kentucky Handicap, 
and had never been out of the money. *Black 
Brocade was to have five foals by Luke McLuke 
during her lifetime. They were all winners and 
three were stakes winners. The first, a colt foaled 
in 1918, beeame Pagan Pan, a winner and sire of 
stakes winners. 

The second foal of this combination arrived in 
1919. A beautiful chestnut filly named Jeanne 
Bowdre, a winner of 10 races, including the Gold- 
en Rod Handicap, for Mr. Keene. Jeanne Bowdre 
was the last foal of *Black Brocade bred by Mr. 
Keene for she had found a new home at Elmen- 
dorf Farm where she produced to Luke McLuke 
the stakes winners Shuffle Along (25 wins), Mr. 
Sponge (34 wins), and the winner and producer 
Negrina . 

*Black Brocade had only two filly foals by Luke 
McLuke, Jeanne Bowdre, who remained at Keene- 
land Stud, and Negrina, at Elmendorf Farm. 

Armful, a daughter of Negrina, by Chance Shot 
and therefore a sister in blood to Jeanne Bowdre’s 
son Grand Slam, went to the Calumet Farm al- 
most adjoining Keeneland Stud where her family 
had started their career in this country. For Calu- 
met Farm Armful produced four foals through 
1942. Three of these were winners and included 
the Bull Lea gelding Armed, once a lead pony 
on the farm, now winner of $270,800, and with a 
long career on the track ahead of him.

Horses and Fires 


From an International News Service Story in 
the Newark (N. J.) Star-Ledger: 

In search of the truth we... naturally .. 
went to the top man, the expert. We wanted 
to know why horses ran back into a fire as they 
did recently in Chicago when $500,000 of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Graham’s magnificently blooded Thor- 
oughbred race horses died in a fire. 

So, the other day at Belmont Park we spotted 

Frank Buck, author of “Bring ’Em Back Alive” 
and put the poser to him. He was glib on the sub- 
ject: 
’ “The reason undoubtedly is that horses are do- 
mesticated animals and from the moment they are 
foaled they have everything done for them. They 
are raised in stalls of their own, and their food is 
brought to them and so is their water. And they 
are cared for and coddled and rubbed down. The 
stall is their home, where they know they are safe. 
So when any danger comes they race for their 
own individual stall, where they fully believe 
they’ll be safe. 

“They’ll rush for the stall whether its burning 
or not. They don’t know fire, that it’s harmful. 
But a wild animal, which has had to forage for 
its own food since infancy, will run from fire. 

“A domesticated animal like a horse isn’t taught 
anything when young. But a tiger cub is taught 
how to hunt and get food right from the start by 
the mother, and in a month that cub can take care 
of himself. A mare doesn’t teach a foal any- 
thing. 

“Another thing, among horses there’s no such 
thing as a boss, a real leader. That isn’t so in the 
case of wild animals. Take a herd of elephants. 
The herd is run absolutely by the bull elephant.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


If any other male tries to take charge the big 
bull kills him or runs him out. But when the bull 
begins to get old, the strongest of the young bulls 
will get rid of him. 

“The strongest does the breeding. It’s the same 
with wolves. The breed and variety are kept to 
the highest standards of efficiency. 

“Incidentally, the elephant, in my estimation, is 
the smartest of all animals. You can take 50 of 
the wildest of them and put them in a corral. Now, 
they have never seen a human being before, but 
you assign an individual mahout or keeper to each 
elephant. Tie up their four legs with just enough 
room for them to feed and lie down. This is done 
in a training shed. 

“Avod the mahout waters them down and feeds 
them and in 40 days the elephant knows that this 
mahout is his pal. And in 40 days he’s ready to 
learn circus tricks, and his dangerousness is gone. 
But you can’t do that with other animals. Five 
years after original captivity a tiger will go for 
his trainer, who has coddled him. 

“Horses have no brains at all, and they are the 
most panicky of all animals. After the elephant 
in smartness is the Anthropoid ape, the Chimpan- 
zee and Orang-Outang. Not the gorilla particu- 
larly. Then the dog. The dog certainly should be 
smarter after his thousands and thousands of 
years of constant association with man. But may- 
be that’s man’s fault. Look at these thousands 
pushing their dollars in on horses. Is that brainy? 

“The seal is next smartest. They’re easily 
trained. But the human being, mainly the horse 
bettor, is way down the list .. . Put $2 for me 
on number 6 to win.”

which is as far as I propose to carry back the 
pedigree. It is interesting, however, to note that 
the Derby winner’s grey coat comes, not from Roi 
Herode, but from Grey Leg (foaled in 1891), who 
got it through his sire, Pepper and Salt, and the 
latter’s dam, Oxford Mixture. 

Mr. Ferguson, the owner, is a comparative 
newcomer to racing. He registered his colors in 
1937. He is a brother-in-law to Stanhope Joel, 
who won the St. Leger last year with Chamos- 
saire. The two men were at Eton and Cambridge 
together. Ferguson, who, I would say, is in his 
forties, is dark, clean shaven and very alert in 
conversation. He manufactures plastic products. 
Perryman, the trainer, is still a young man, re- 
cently retired from riding owing to a motor acci- 
dent. It was he who trained Chamossaire to win 
the St. Leger last year. The jockey, Tommy 
Lowrey, is Perryman’s friend, old racing col- 
league and contemporary. 


Radiotherapy and Paper Weight 


LONDON, May 19 

ACING continues to go well. We have had two 

principal events to see and talk about—one 

at Newmarket and the other at Hurst Park. The 

Newmarket event in question, the Newmarket 

Stakes, is in theory a sort of half-way house be- 

tween the 2,000 Guineas and the Derby. Here is 
the result: 


NEWMARKET STAKES, for 3-year-olds. Value to winner, £956—10s. 
Run at Newmarket, across the flat (1% miles), May 15.

by F. Templeman at Lambourn, Berks. 


There had been no rain at Newmarket for some 
weeks and the going was unusually hard for the 
time of year. This accounted for the disappoint- 
ing field and for the rather disappointing race 
which ensued. The three colts kicked up little 
clouds of dust as they raced, but it was not be- 
cause they were going at express speed. As is so 
often the case with races of this character, they 
went a very poor gallop and, when Radiotherapy 
made his effort, about a quarter of a mile from 
home, it was all over. 

The Newmarket Stakes is always considered to 
be a nice race to win, and Mr. and Mrs. Lilley 
were all the more pleased as it pointed to the 
chance of their colt in the Derby. Mr. Lilley be- 
longs to a family celebrated for their multiple shoe 
shops, and is a comparative newcomer to racing 
and breeding. Mrs. Lilley is a Russian lady and 
is connected with the paint business—including 
the big Bergher concern. Connections of Fleet 
Street and Aldis Lamp were somewhat crest- 
fallen; neither colt would have a chance in the 
Derby on this showing. . 

Radiotherapy is a nice-looking, medium-sized, 
golden-chestnut, very symmetrical and a light ac- 
tioned, good mover. He is a son of Hyperion and 
Belleva, a mare by Stratford out of Passée, by 
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Tetratema. Breeders here are not very keen on 
the Stratford stock and there are many who say 
they will believe that Radiotherapy will get over 
the Derby course when they see it. Belleva was 
a moderate mare when in training and the next 
dam, Passée, did not win; the third dam is Part 
Worn, by Bridge of Earn. 

The Jubilee Handicap, normally the most im- 
portant of the spring series, and run at Kempton 
Park, near London, was dropped during the war. 
It was now revived at Hurst Park, which is in 
the same area, and which is enjoying an even 
greater measure of popularity than it did before 
the war. The race in the past has attracted some 
of the very best 3- and 4-year-old handicap horses 
in training It was first won by Bendigo, in 1887. 
I remember seeing one particularly brilliant fin- 
ish, some 20 years ago, when Mr. A. K. Macom- 
ber’s Parth, then a 4-year-old, beat Lord Coven- 
try’s good filly, Verdict, by a short head.

Winner bred by owner and trained by Frank Butters, 
at Newmarket. 

Interest was added to the race by the candi- 
dacy of Slide On, a son of Bobsleigh and Ojala, by 
the imported Buen Ojo. He won the Irish Guineas 
and Derby in his year, and was well backed here 
against his English opponents. Paper Weight 
was a pretty good 2-year-old and was third in the 
Free Handicap, placed only two pounds behind 
Dante. He ran in the Derby last year but seemed 
to have lost his form completely. 

The winner is a son of Colorado Kid (by Colo- 
rado), a very good sort in his day and winner of 
the Royal Hunt Cup (1 mile) and the Doncaster 
Cup (2% miles). Paper Boy’s dam is Art Paper, 
by Artist’s Proof (by Gainsborough) out of Quire, 
a granddaughter of Carbine. 

The stewards of the Jockey Club are doing what 
they can in the way of improving racing condi- 
tions, both for the public and for those profes- 
sionally concerned with racing. They are at pres- 
ent making plans to establish an hostel for stable 
hands in Newmarket, which is only a little coun- 
try town, ill equipped with accommodations. Now 
they are raising jockeys’ riding fees to five guin- 
eas a ride and seven guineas for a winning ride. 
I am happy to be able to write, in these days of 
disputes, strikes, and inflation, that the relations 
of trainers, jockeys, and stablemen are very good 
on the whole. We have had no disputes compar- 
able with those experienced in your country or in 
France.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


HE State of New York gained almost a million 

dollars in additional revenue from the Belmont 
Park spring meeting of 1946 as compared with 
last year, but the daily average pari-mutuel han- 
dle dropped by about 5 per cent, according to 
Alger B. Chapman, president of the State Tax 
Commission. The apparent paradox is explained 
in that the track’s spring meeting this year ran 
24 days, but only 18 days last year. 

This year’s meeting returned $4,031,761.10 to 
the State in taxes, an actual increase of 26% per 
cent, but a proportional decrease of 5.1 per cent. 
The daily average revenue this season was $167,- 
990.05, compared with $177,063.43 last year. The 
average daily betting decreased by almost $150,- 
000; it was $2,593,667 in 1946 against $2,741,323. 

Business was better at the $2, $5, and $10 win- 
dows, but slumped $2,500,000 in total sales of 
$50 and $100 tickets. The average daily amount 
bet per person dropped from $96.52 last year to 
$87.71. The only gain showed for 1946 was in at- 
tendance—the daily average for this season was 
29,572 against 28,402. 


The Jenkinson Sisters 


An unusual combination operating successfully 
at the River Downs track, at Cincinnati, has 20- 
year-old Miriam D. Jenkinson serving as trainer 
of a small stable, and her 37-year-old sister, Lil- 
lian, working as exercise boy. The sisters are 
natives of Monroe, Neb., and the horses are owned 
by still another sister, Mrs. W. A. Yarberry, who 
with her husband also campaigns on the Ohio 
circuit. 

On Saturday, June 15, Miriam saddled Keen 
Slats (b. h., 7, by Keen Boy—Vera D., by Bagen- 
baggage) to win the second race, and showed up 
at the paddock for the feature race with Just 
Beans (br. h., 7, by Keen Boy—Runy Bean, by 
Damon Runyon). She had been persuaded to 
enter Just Beans by Henderson Van Zandt, the 
River Downs racing secretary, who needed an- 
other horse to fill the race, and she had put him 
in with misgivings, anticipating a muddy track. 

But the track was slow, not muddy, and Just 
Beans came in on top, to give the girls their sec- 
ond winner of the day and their fourth of the 
year. 

The Jenkinsons own the stallion Keen Boy and 
for the most part race only horses they breed 
themselves. Van Zandt says that Lillian, who 
weighs a little over a hundred pounds, is a capa- 
ble rider and has won several races at small 
tracks. 


Freezing Hot 


In the Middletown Handicap, a six-furlong race 
for 3-year-olds and upward at River Downs June 
15, all but one of the seven horses entered were 
in the paddock when word was sent from the 
stable that Geneva Lad, the missing entrant, 
would not be a starter. The track veterinarian, 
Dr. Harold Holmes, after investigation, reported 
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that Geneva Lad, a 4-year-old dark bay colt by 
Sceneshifter—Oconee, by Whiskalong, had been 
burned when a groom who was applying a 
“freeze” containing ether or another inflammable 
liquid had lighted a cigarette and accidentally set 
the mixture—and the horse—on fire. 


Housing Problem 


There are between 800 and 850 stalls available 
at the new Atlantic City track in New Jersey, and 
applications for 3,000 have been received, the 
track reports. Some stables will van from Gar- 
den State Park and other places outside the track. 
A special receiving barn has been set aside for 
horses shipped in for the stakes races. The meet- 
ing opens July 22 for 24 days, ending August 17.

Laurels for Salvator 


After the Thoroughbred Club of America and 
a number of other organizations made a definite 
proposal last winter for counter-action against 
the exclusion of American Thoroughbreds from 
the stud books of other countries, their case was 
seconded powerfully by John L. Hervey (Salva- 
tor), of Chicago, dean of American Turf writers, 
who prepared for THE BLOooD-HoRSE an extended 
series of articles bearing on the Jersey Act. 

Mr. Hervey’s articles brought a long round of 
applause from breeders incensed over the exclu- 
sion of American horses from other stud books, 
brought him also a measure of personal criticism. 
To let Mr. Hervey know where it stood, the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America, at its meeting at Lex- 
ington June 15, gave him a unanimous vote of 
approval, sent him the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, the efforts of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America to bring about a more 
general recognition of the American Thor- 
oughbred by the stud book authorities of 
other countries have been ably supported by 
the writings of John L. Hervey, of Chicago; 
and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Hervey’s profound and 
illuminating series of articles on the Jersey 
Act has been but one of a long succession of 
distinguished services which this eminent 
scholar has rendered the American Turf; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Hervey’s able presenta- 
tion of the case for the American Thorough- 
bred has brought upon him the criticism of 
writers who were unequal to the task of con- 


tending against his conclusions, NOW 
THEREFORE 


BE IT RESOLVED, the Thoroughbred 
Club of America wishes publicly to express 
its appreciation of the splendid service Mr. 
Hervey has rendered and to assure him of its 
lasting gratitude and admiration. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the 
Thoroughbred Club of America hereby re- 
affirms its determination to continue its ef- 
forts toward gaining recognition for the 
American Thoroughbred in the other stud 
books of the world.

French Derby to Prince Chevalier 


CHEVALIER, which defeated the high- 
LL class Nirgal in the Prix Greffulhe in April, 
~won the Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby) at 
Longchamps on June 16. Paul Boyriven’s bay 
colt by Prince Rose—Chevalerie, by Abbot’s 
Speed, ran the distance of about 1% miles in 
2:3444, and was ridden by Charles Bouillon. 

Prince Chevalier took the lead about two fur- 
longs from the finish and outstayed Elseneur 
(Nino—Ann’s Twin, by Plassy), which came up 
strongly, and Pactole (Fair Copy—Linda Rubia, 
by *Stefan the Great), which was third. Pactole 
earlier had won the Poule d’Essai des Poulains 
(French Two Thousand Guineas). Early re- 
ports of the Derby did not state whether Nirgal, 
which had been undefeated at two, was a starter. 
The race was worth 1,500,000 francs (about 
$12,500) to Prince Chevalier’s owner.

Saratoga Schedule 


HE Fasig-Tipton Company, leading privately 

owned Thoroughbred sales organization in the
